SUCHOW, China, Feb. 14. — Despite the grandiose 
claims of the Japanese about their successes in their double- 
barreled dffensive against the Suchow railway junction in 
Central China, the Chinese are confident of repelling their 


Analyzing the operations of the Japanese troops re- 
cently along the southern sector of the Tientsin-Pukow 
railway, Gen. Li noted that the Japanese gains, despite 
the numerical superiority and far better equipment of the 


t. , 

Gen. Li declared, referring to 
the important railway station on the Teintsin-Pukow rail- 
way, “was due mainly to the fact that we had not yet fully 
rejected our former defense tactics. 

“Today we have changed these tactics. Instead of 
defensive trench warfare, we now more frequently resort 
With these tactics of maneuver, and with 
the help of the partisans, our troops can hold back the 
advance of the enemy and deal them a decisive blow.

“At present fierce fighting is taking place on the south- 
ern sector.

If the Japanese seize villages during 
the day, we drive them out of these villages at night. 


MAJOR FIGHT COMING 


“Eight days have passed since the fall of Pengpu. 
Several times a day since then the Japanese have tried 
to cross the Hwai River, and our troops threw them back. 

“But even when the Japanese, under cover of artillery 
fire, succeeded in crossing the river, our soldiers destroyed 
them in hand-to-hand fighting on the north bank. 

On both sides of the railway, partisans and units of 
Chinese regulars are operating. Should the Japanese try 
to advance further along the railway, it will not require 
particularly great effort on our part to cut off their com- 
munications with the rear and with their bases. 

“Within the near future we can expect major fight- 
ing.

The urgent necessity of these demands is 
apparent in the fact that President Roose- 
velt took note that 3,000,000 workers have

requirement in New York City. Even worse 
conditions exist in other parts of.the country. 


President Roosevelt took a welcome step 
in the right direction when he called for an 
additional $250,000,000 relief appropriation.

WHO'S CHANGING? . 


The following editorial is reprinted from the 
“Guild Reporter,” oficial organ of the American 
Newspaper Guild, of Feb. 14. 


„We don’t feel quite so badly about J. 
David Stern as he says he feels about the 
Guild. We still see a good deal of future 
ahead of him. But we are hoping very hard 
that he is not going to become a tired liberal 
before he really gets well started. 


When Mr. Stern spread out from Phila- 
delphia to New York some five years ago, 
he was in a particularly happy position. He 
represented a business group that stood to 
gain from the New Deal, with its aim of 
raising mass purchasing power, and this aim 
coincided neatly with his logical strategy in 
New York, that of picking up the huge block 
of labor and liberal readers then without a 
single satisfactory standard newspaper. 


That was the summer of Mr. Stern’s con- 
tentment. He was a benefactor. The Post 
crusaded for popular causes; it showed the 
plight of the WPA workers; it gave labor 
news a break; it pooh-poohed red-baiting; it 
espoused the liberal side in foreign affairs. 
The Guild came along; Stern recognized it, 
leading off with a contract in Philadelphia. 
He talked expansively about $5,000-a-year 
minimums for news gatherers some day. His 
contract hurt a little in New York, where 


His pay had been very low; but he took at 
least part of the rap. When the American 


Newspaper Publishers Association over-ex- 
tended itself with free-press talk, Mr. Stern 
dropped it. He had tried the Guild shop; he 
knew it was no meance; he said so. 


Labor and the liberals were almost de- 
lirious. They flooded the Post with enthusi- 
astic letters; talked about Pulitzer prizes. 
The Post’s circulation shot up. ; 

So did the advertising linage. At some 
point, however, something happened. It 
showed itself most concretely in the recent 
flurry over “secondary picketing.” Stern, 
the progressive, 
against labor; he found himself high and 
dry in a position to the right of the New 
York Court of Appeals. Now, while he 


‘presses for government action to keep up 


purchasing power, and supports Roosevelt, 
who opposes wage cuts, he asks the Phila- 
delphia Guild for thé right to cut wages. He 
is still giving fair play to union news, but 
he tells the Guild its demand for job security 
“would undermine civilization.” He begins 
to take digs_in editorials, and his letter of 
criticism to the New York Guild finds its 
way into Editor & Publisher. 

At the same time the old crusading fire 
dies down. With the single notable exception 
of a series of attacks on Hague readers of 


the Post have had no “good story” to men-

The proud old “ear” on page 1 announc- 
ing that the Post’s circulation was over 300,- 
000 has lately been missing; the latest Editor 
& Pubiisher year book puts the circulation

E NEVER heard of a blow below the belt taken in 
good faith,” until we read the “explanation” of the 
San Francisco News of the Scripps-Howard chain, which 
it tacked onto the reply of the local CIO to Stolberg’s 
incredible lies about the ’Frisco waterfront unions.
